After unanimously indorsing the re-| 


ports of the several 
probing the physical conditions of At- 
lanta’s school buildings general recom- 
mendations were adopted last night by 
the special committee of general coun- 
cil which they believed would meet 
the pressing needs which were found 
prevalentiy existing. - The complete re- 
organization of the repair department 
of the school system, the painting of 
all the buildings by a practical decora- 
tor and the installation of a modern 
lighting system 
recommendations which will be stressed 
Monday in the official report to 
council. 

The inefficiency of the repair depart- 
ment of the school system, the com- 
mittee believed, was to be found in 
report read concerning the sev- 
eral schools. “In every building,” said 
Councilman Ashley, “we found defects 
which have become the present nui- 
Sance they are, simply because this de- 
partment has given them no attention 
In many instances the teachers poini- 
ed out evidences of dilapidation which 
they told me had passed under the 
eyes of these emplovees for months 
without any attempt 


being made to 
make even a temporary alteration. 
These physical 


defects naturally went 

from bad to worse until necessity has 

brought them to public condemnation. 

In considering the problem of proper 
painting of the study 


and class rooms, 
it was stated that this work had been 
left to the care of negroes who had 
no experience as painters and were evi- 
Gently employed in this capacity for 
no other reason than that

Lighting Systems Bad. 
stake my reputation as a 
man.” said one committee- 
the statement that many of 
now considered too dark 
for studv would be lightened as much 
again if a practieal interior painter 
had arranged the color schemes. Not 
only are the walls, particularly in the 
Girls’ High school, unsightly with the 
present scheme of daubbing, but a large 
amount of the light to be expected un- 
der the conditions is destroyed by the 
color of the walls.” 

The light now employed in the build- 
ings where lighting systems exist, the 
report says, are the carbon lights. 
These, it was brought out, cost twice 
as much as the tungsten light and give 
only half as much light. It was unani- 
mously recommended that the tungsten 
burners arranged for reflected light 
should be placed in every building. 

The Glenn Street, Davis Street, Oak- 
land and the Battle Hill schools should 
be replaced with new buildings as 
soon as practicable, reads the report. 
The committeemen agreed that a new 
building should be given the students 
attending Tech High. It was pointed 
out that the present building was not 
only inadequate, but was too small 
by far to accommodate the large num- 
ber attending. This number will in- 
crease, it was believed, because sta- 
tistics showed that 60 per cent of the 
boys yearly coming from the grades 
took technical studies. 


New Tech High Building. 


The committee holds that a new, 
commodious and comfortable building, 
fully adequate to the ends in view for 
$20,000. This should be erected im- 
mediately, they say, on the lot adjoin- 
ing the present structure, which be- 
longs to the city. The general idea 
of the building suggested was a brick 
structure with large windowed spaces 
after the manner of modern factories. 

The schools which the committee re- 
viewed yesterday as needing many re- 
airs were the Boys’ High school, Girls’ 

igh school, the Glenn Street, Stewart 
Street, English Avenue, Davis Street, 
Peeples Street, Battle Hill, Walker 
Street, Oakland and Gray Street 
schools. 

Annexes to the present 
were recommended for the: English 
Avenue, the Stewart Street and the 
Peeples Street schools. The increased 
number of rooms thus obtainable would 
meet the demands of the rapidly grow-

This government has already taken 
occasion to inform the imperial German government that it cannot admit 
the adoption of such measures or such warning of danger to operate ag

MAK:iNG A GOOD BEGINNING: 

The first official report upon the condi- 
tion of Atlanta’s public schools has been 
made by council's subcommittee from the 
committee of investigation, and the re- 
port nas unanimously approved by 
the whole committee. It covered. prac- 
tically, but one-fourth of the city’s schools— 
those located in the territory lying between 
Peachtree street running north from the 
center, and the Georgia railroad, running 
east. 

This report, published in substance in 
The Constitution, speaks forcefully for it- 
self. It tells a conditions even 
worse than any charge heretofore made in 
the columns of this paper, whether by the 
paper itself or by those basing their state 
ments upon persona! investigation. 

There is no need for going into the de- 
tails of the report here. It shows the thor- 
ough inadequacy of school buildings, 
their tumbledown and unserviceable condi- 
tion. it demonstrates beyond question the 
existence of intolerable sanitary conditions. 
lt says forcefully, to recall a single in- 
Stance: “If the children of the Tenth street 
schoo] had to meet toilet conditions now 
existing in the North Boulevard school, 
their parents would not quarrel; there would 
be a riot And yet the Tenth street school 
has been pointed out as one whose sanitary 
conditions demanded immediate remedy.

The sum is small compared 
to the importance of the problem confront- 
ing the city. If it takes even more than 
this there should be no hesitancy in getting 
it and giving it, regardless of the effort.

If there can be discovery now of the ap- 
proximately correct amount of American 
the ownership of citizens of 
other countries than the United States, it 
will be through conferences and comparison 
of notes or information in which represent- 
atives of American bankers and also repre- 
sentatives of American railroad companies 
partivtipate, It was with this understanding 
that Governor Benjamin Strong, Jr., of the 
reserve bank for this district, invited men 
of knowledge in financial conference at the 
reserve banks a few days ago. This confer- 
ence must in many respects have resembled 
the one which was held at Washington in 
October of last year. In that conference 
the representatives of the reserve banks of 
the twelve districts of the United States 
took part. Sir George Paish, who was at 
that time in the United States, was either 
personally, present or was nearby s0 that 
he was able to glean from those who did 
take part what had been disclosed at the 
conference. 

The purposes, however, of the Washing- 
ton conference last fall and of those which 
have just begun in this city are not similar. 
The country was just beginning to emerge 
from chaos in mid-fall. Sir George Paish's 
visit to the United States was made official- 
iv by direction of the British treasury and 
with intent to discover ways and means 
by which the emergency, so far as England 
and the United States were concerned, could 
be ended. He had earlier estimated that the 
aggregate American securities in the hands 
of citizens of other lands were possibly as 
much as six billion dollars, and certainly as 
much as five billions. Whatever the amount, 
it was the magnitude of it which in a great 
measure persuaded the government of the 
New York Stock exchange to close the 
doors, there being fear that the securities 
might be dumped upon the American market.

The surmise is natural that tne 
conferences, of which the first was held last 
week, are due to a desire to know how bel- 
ligerent and other nations are to liquidate 
the war orders they have already given and 
those which presumably and, possibly in 
creater amounts,, are to be given in the 
future. It may be, and some of the best an- 
thorities are convinced that it will*be Dy and 
bv. essential that these foreign-held securi- 
ties be utilized to pay in part for the large 
purchases made in the United States. 

No doubt some figures can be ‘obtained 
which will show partially the amount of the 
securities held in foreign lands. But it 
seems to those who should know impossible 
or at least impracticable to secure anything 
like an accurate statement of the aggregate 
figure. Last fall the late Norman B. Ream 
was discussing with friends the conference 
at Washington and was emphatic in his 
statement that it would be of great value to 
the United States if there could be obtained 
a fairly accurate statement of the total 
amount of securities hela in foreign lands, 
the title to which its in foreign ownership. 
Rut Mr. Ream said an enormous amount of 
cecurities which are really in the ownership 
of foreigners are held in escrow. or in trust 
or through dummy ownership in the United 
States. Mr. Ream said that he- had personal 
knowledge of the fact that several impor- 
tant banking houses of New York and one 
or two in Chicago were the holders of 
American securities of which foreigners were 
the owners of the aggregate amount of 
which reached far up into the millions. Up 
to the time of the outbreak of war in. Eu- 
rope these bankers collected the interest or 
the dividends, credited the amount thus re- 
ceived to those entitled to the money, and, 
according to instructions, reinvested these 
funds so that vear after year there was ‘re- 
investment of dividends and interest, almost 
always in American” securities, the total! 
amount of which was-very great. 

How is disclosure of the 
amount of such holdings to be obtained? 
Sometimes bankers do not know for whom 
they are acting, since the foreign holders 
may be represented by intermediaries. Some

Another Kind of Investment. 

Europe and Great Britain, 
Britain, are known to have 
invested very large amounts of money in 
American mortgages or in American real 
estate. But it has been found expedient and 
in some cases it is necessary under the law 
to cover the real owners. In New York city, 
it is the understanding in real estate circles 
that a great deal of English money ig in- 
vested in real properties. The interest upon 
these investments is collected by authorized 
agents, and is used in accordance with in- 
structions. 

The late Frederick D. Tappan, who was 
for many years president of the Gallatin Na- 
tional bank and who was chairman of the 
Clearing House association when the. re- 
sources of that institution were utilized to 
check two very dangerous panics, was ac- 
customed to say to his friends when invest- 
ment in American properties by foreigners 
was under consideration that very few per- 
sons realized the enormity of the investment 
in mortgages or real estate by foreign cap- 
ital. In his own experience, he gained some 
knowledge of the extent of these invest- 
ments. At one time he spoke of English in- 
vestment in a very great tract of land in 
Florida, although it was partially covered 
through the use of the name of a man of 
prominence in industrial life of Philadelphia. 
At one time English money was utilized to 
a considerable extent in Duying American 
farm. mortgages. Persons of prominence in 
England, some of them peers, some of them 
conspicuous for professional achievements, 
have invested large amounts of money, Mr. 
Tappan said, f. American real eState, either 
through outright purchase, uSually under 
cover, or else through investment in mort- 
gages. Mr. Tappan said that there was no 
way short of a governmental investigation 
in which witnesses could be compelled to 
testify under oath whereby there could be 
obtained even an approximately correct idea 
of the aggregate amount of these invest- 
ments. They are certainly in the hundreds 
of millions, 

it would be as difficult today presumably, 
was in the years to which Mr. Tappan 
referred to obtain a fairly reasonable esti- 
mate of European investments in. American 
real properties and mortgages, yet these are 
as truly the basis. of America securities 
held abroad as are railway shares or rail- 
way bonds or the securities of the great 
industrial corporations.
